MR,  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
vital  statistics  of  the  Aylesbury  Rural  District  for  the  year  1959o 

Surveys  were  made  during  the  year  by  No,  1 Unit  of  the  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  Mass  Radiography  Service,  at  Westcott  and  at 
H0M0  Prison,  Grendon  Hall,  The  results  have  been  incorporated  in  the 
report.  Further  details  have  been  included  of  the  various  parishes 
where  the  general  public  presented  themselves  for  X-Ray  examination. 

There  was  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  measles  cases  notified 
(586)  but  no  deaths  were  reported  as  a direct  result  of  the  disease. 

It  is  gratifying  that  there  was  no  notification  of  the  severer  infectious 
diseases,  such  as  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis,  or  meningitis.  Apart  from 
one  case  of  dysentery  of  a mild  type,  there  was  no  notification  of 
enteric  disease.  The  single  malaria  notification  occurred  in  a Royal 
Air  Force  serviceman  in  transit  from  Africa,  A case  of  psittacosis,  in 
a woman  who  had  contracted  the  disease  from  budgerigars  in  overcrowded 
cages,  was  successfully  treated.  The  birds  were  destroyed  as  a 
precautionary  measure.  The  five  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  due  to 
contaminated  processed  meat.  Investigation  showed  that  the  outbreak  had 
a very  close  connection  with  widespread  outbreaks  in  South-East  England 
and  was  caused  by  the  same  organism.  Anthrax  in  a beast,  suspected  by  an 
operative,  was  confirmed.  He  had  been  called  to  deal  with  the  animal  as 
a casualty.  Precautionary  measures  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease 
were  quickly  instituted,  due  to  its  timely  notification. 

During  the  year,  at  the  request  of  the  Welfare  Authority,  one 
removal  to  hospital  was  required  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1951*

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Hospitals 

Hospital  accommodation  for  the  District  is  provided  by  the 
Royal  Bucks  and  Tindal  Hospitalse  Infectious  disease  cases  are 
admitted  to  the  Aylesbury  Isolation  Hospital. 

These  three  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Royal  Bucks  and 
Associated  Hospitals  Management  Committee. 

Cases  are  admitted  to  the  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital  or  the 
Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  if  bed  space  is  unavailable  at  the 
above.  Similarly,  Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to 
infectious  disease  hospitals  within  the  Oxford  region  when  there 
is  no  accommodation  locally. 

Pathological  Specimens 

The  majority  of  specimens  for  examination  are  submitted  to 
the  Pathology  Laboratory,  Stoke  Mandeville  Hospital.  The  services 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Luton  and  Oxford  are  utilised 
whenever  necessary. 


Ambulance  Services 


The  ambulance  services  in  the  area  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Bucks  County  Council.  Eight  ambulances  are  stationed  in  the 
Borough  of  Aylesbury  for  the  use  of  the  town  and  surrounding 
district,  and  4 sitting  cars. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Bucks  County  Council. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Aylesbury,  Brill,  Long  Crendon, 
Waddesdon,  Quainton,  Haddenham,  Wendover,  Whitchurch,  Worminghall, 
Aston  Clinton,  Dinton,  Halton,  Stone,  and  Mobile  Welfare  Entres 
at  Cuddington,  Grendon  Underwood  and  Westcott. 


Diphtheria.  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  and  Poliomyelitis  vaccination 

The  Bucks  County  Council,  being  the  Local  Health  Authority  as 
defined  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  administer  these 
services. 


Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease 

A venereal  disease  clinic  is  held  regularly  at  the  Royal  Bucks. 
Hospital,  Aylesbury,  where  free  treatment  is  given.  This  clinic 
is  administered  by  the  Royal  Bucks  and  Associated  Hospitals 
Management  Committee.

Improvement  Grants: 

The  new  Standard  Grant  scheme,  limited  to  £155  per  property 
for  the  five  specific  amenities  (Hot  Water  System,  Bath,  Washbasi 
Food  Store  and  W.C,),  was  introduced  during  the  year.  Altogether 
13  applications  under  this  scheme  we re  received.

During  the  year,  one  notice  under  Section  65  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  was  served  in  respect  of  works  which  had  been 
carried  out  to  a dwellinghouse  in  contravention  of  the  Building 
Byelaws,  The  builder  complied  with  this  notice  by  alterations 
and  rebuilding  to  comply  with  byelaw  requirements, 

A new  bungalow,  which  had  been  occupied  without  provision 
of  a suitable  water  supply,  was  vacated  after  service  of  a 
Notice  under  Section  137  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

As  a result  of  difficulties  which  had  arisen  owing  to  the 
erection  of  a number  of  poultry  broiler  houses  in  two  parishes, 
action  was  taken  by  the  County  Council  to  regain  planning  control 
over  such  buildings  in  six  parishes  within  the  proposed  Green 
Belt  area. 

Purchase  Notices  were  served  on  the  Council  in  respect  of 
three  properties,  on  two  different  sites,  -which  were  the  subject 
of  demolition  proceedings  and  where  permission  to  redevelop  had 
been  refused.  In  the  case  of  one  property,  the  County  Council  was 
named  as  the  purchasing  authority. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

During  the  year,  25  caravans  were  licensed  and  given  temporary 
planning  permission.  This  figure  includes  11  renewal  licences. 

No  site  licences  were  issued. 

FOOD  INSPECTION 

Slaughterhouses : 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Order  and  Direction  made  under 
The  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  were  issued  requiring  the  submission 
of  a Report  on  existing  Slaughterhouses  and  slaughtering  facilities 
in  each  district  by  2nd  November,  I960, 

Detailed  surveys  and  reports  on  the  four  remaining  slaughterhouse 
were  made,  but  the  main  report,  necessitating  consultation  with 
interested  parties  and  adjoining  Authorities,  could  not  be  commenced 
before  the  end  of  the  year.

Full  inspection  was  maintained  at  all  times  of  all  routine  and 
special  slaughtering.

Pood  Premises; 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  and  various  improvements 
and  additions  to  facilities  were  obtained  at  food  premises  and  shops. 
Generally  it  is  found  that  tradespeople  are  well  aware  of  the 
current  requirements  and  need  little  persuasion  to  effect  improvements. 
The  present-day  standard  of  village  shops  shows  a most  notable 
advance,  not  only  in  general  cleanliness  but  in  layout  and  equipment. 

No  prosecutions  were  necessary  during  1959. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

It  was  not  possible  to  improve  the  collection  during  the  year 
but  a weekly  service  was  maintained  over  70%  of  the  area.  This 
standard  is  not  kept  up  without  a marked  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
collectors.  The  growth  of  the  district  is  steadily  going  on  and 
really  becomes  apparent  when  dealing  with  this  service. 

Pour  Dennis  "Paxits”  and  one  Side-loader  cover  the  district. 

It  was  decided  during  the  year  that  the  first  of  the  original  three 
”Paxits”  purchased  in  1950  should  be  replaced  during  next  financial 
year.  After  carrying  out  trial  demonstrations  the  purchase  of  a 
"Paxit  Major”  was  recommended  when  the  change  was  effected,  since 
this  machine,  operating  in  the  Western  part  of  the  district,  would 
be  able  to  effect  economies  in  mileage  travelled  owing  to  its 
greater  capacity,  thus  giving  added  collecting  time  each  day. 

Test  weighings  are  carried  out  regularly  and  from  these  it  is 
estimated  that  approximately  7,500  tons  of  refuse  was  collected 
and  disposed  of  last  year.  Almost  all  of  this  is  dealt  with  at 
Hartwell  Tip  by  one  man  operating  a Chaseside  Mechanical  Shovel. 

During  the  year,  the  Depot  buildings  were  completed  by  the 
addition  of  the  Salvage  Store  and  installation  of  an  electric  baling 
press.  This  has  greatly  facilitated  the  production  of  waste  paper 
for  salvage  and  only  availability  of  labour  limits  output.  It  is 
hoped  to  show  a considerable  increase  in  sales  during  the  coming  year.

Public  Cleansing  (Continued) 


Following  complaints  concerning  deposit  of  litter  in  hedges  and 
ditches,  and  an  increase  in  requests  for  dealing  with  other  than 
domestic  refuse,  the  Council  gave  me  authority  to  accept  such 
waste  for  disposal  at  my  discretion  upon  payment  at  the  rate  of 
£1  per  loado  In  the  case  of  special  items  from  houses,  e.g. 
bedsteads  and  similar  articles  of  furniture,  a nominal  charge  of 
10/-  is  imposed.  Such  facilities  have  been  welcomed  and  used  to 
quite  a reasonable  extent,  no  doubt  to  the  advantage  of  the  district 
generally. 

Bin  Hire  Scheme; 

This  scheme  continues  to  expand,  there  being  2,500  bins  on 
hire  at  31st  December,  1959.  The  annual  hiring  fee  is  5/~  per  bin. 
Apart  from  being  a considerable  aid  to  the  collection  service,  this 
scheme  avoids  many  difficulties  which  used  to  arise  over  the 
provision  of  satisfactory  bins. 

Litter  Bins: 

A supply  of  litter  bins  was  obtained  late  in  the  year  after  a 
considerable  delay  and  a number  were  erected. 

The  question  of  suitable  litter  bins  at  main  road  lay-bys  was 
discussed,  but  deferred  pending  a recommendation  for  an  approved 
type  to  be  used  on  a County  basis. 

Of  even  more  importance  than  the  introduction  of  an  approved 
bin  for  these  locations  is  the  need  for  a regular  and  frequent 
collection  service  for  the  receptacles  now  in  use.  The  present 
situation  does  not  reflect  creditably  on  anyone. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL,  SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

The  Westcott  Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
by  December  only  7 occupied  properties  had  not  been  connected. 

Work  continued  on  the  schemes  at  Dinton  and  Shabbington,  whilst 
at  Chilton  and  Oakley  new  schemes  were  commenced  in  May  and  June 
respectively.  One  section  of  the  Dinton  scheme  had  been  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

A tender  in  the  sum  of  £38,773  was  approved  in  November  for  the 
additional  sewerage  and  new  Disposal  Works  at  Long  Crendon.  It  was 
anticipated  that  the  work  would  be  started  early  in  I960, 

In  October,  a scheme  for  the  village  of  Upper  Winchendon, 
estimated  to  cost  £2,456,  prepared  in  the  office,  was  submitted  to 
the  Council  and  approved. 

Instructions  were  given  to  the  Consulting  Engineers  in  October 
to  prepare  documents  for  tender  for  the  Hardwick  and  Weedon  Scheme, 
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Sewage  Disposal,  Sewerage  and  Drainage  (Continued) 

Efforts  were  being  made  to  complete  the  details  of  the  Grendon 
Underwood  scheme  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Fortunately,  agreement 
had  been  reached  on  the  purchase  of  the  Disposal  Site. 

Various  extensions  and  maintenance  works  we re  carried  out 
during  the  year,  as  follows 

Scraping  and  descaling  the  sewer  at  Long  Crendon, 

- 620  yards  = £375 « 

Extension  of  sewer,  Willis  Road,  Haddenham, 

- 227  yards  = £405. 

Cleansing  of  Land  Treatment  Area  at  Quainton  Sewage  Disposal  Site,, 

* £60  • 

Sewer  extension,  Fern  Lane,  Haddenham, 

45  yards  = £ 95. 

At  Dinton,  alterations  were  required  to  the  drainage  system  of 
some  private  property  in  New  Road.  The  Council  were  advised  that  a 
certain  section  should  be  laid  as  a public  sewer  and  this  was  done, 
the  additional  cost  (£63)  being  met  by  the  Council. 

At  all  the  existing  Works,  sludge  disposal  continues  to  be  a 
most  difficult  problem.  The  quantities  dealt  with  seem  to  increase 
steadily  but  the  great  difficulty  is  how  to  obtain  effective  drying. 
Frequently  the  sludge  has  to  be  moved  when  quite  unfit  and  this  gives 
rise  to  serious  complaints.  On  some  sites,  at  least,  the  method  of 
sludge  treatment  will  have  to  be  re-examined  and  this  will  probably 
mean  the  introduction  of  a more  costly  process. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  receipt  of  adverse  reports  on  samples  of  water  from  the 
local  supply  at  Lower  Winchendon  was  referred  to  in  my  last  Annual 
Report.  During  the  year  under  review,  further  unsatisfactory  reports 
were  received  and  warning  notices  had  to  be  issued  to  all  consumers. 
After  lengthy  negotiations,  arrangements  were  made  by  the  owner  of 
Winchendon  Estate  for  the  Bucks  Water  Board  to  supply  the  village 
via  the  existing  mains.  Although  the  changeover  had  not  been 
effected,  it  was  imminent  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

This  development  means  that  all  parishes  in  the  District  will 
have  a mains  water  supply.  Unfortunately,  it  does  not  ensure  complete 
coverage  since  in  a rural  area  there  are  bound  to  be  many  properties 
where  a main  supply  is  not  practicable.  From  time  to  time  the  Council 
gives  financial  assistance  for  local  schemes  to  extend  the  water  mains, 
helping  gradually  to  eliminate  the  localities  which  are  still 
inadequately  served. 
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PEST  DESTRUCTION 


Mr.  P.C.  Cox,  who  had  been  a Rodent  Operator  with  this  Council 
since  1944 > retired  at  the  end  of  August.  The  work  was  carried  on 
by  Mr.  A.W.  Gilbert,  who  was  appointed  in  1957  to  assist  Mr.  Cox. 

During  the  summer,  both  operators  were  asked  to  undertake  the 
destruction  of  wasps’  nests  in  large  numbers.  This  was  carried  out 
with  skill  and  no  little  courage  by  both  operators  and  the  service 
was  greatly  appreciated.  During  the  season,  250  nests  were  destroyed, 

Various  other  insect  pests  are  dealt  with,  occasionally,  little 
known  types  are  met  with  which  have  to  be  identified  before  treatment 
is  applied.  For  expert  opinion  and  advice,  reference  is  made  to  the 
Bureau  of  Messrs.  Cooper,  McDougal  & Robertson  of  Berkhamsted,  v/here 
help  is  always  available. 

The  basic  work  under  this  heading  is,  of  course,  rat  destruction, 
and  below  is  set  out  the  full  year’s  Return  of  Inspections  and 
Treatments.  A number  of  Contracts  for  treatment  at  farms  have  been 
entered  into  and  the  work  done  seems  to  meet  with  much  satisfaction. 

I must  confess,  however,  that  the  overall  response  from  farmers  has 
been  most  disappointing.
